one  female  died  of  tuberculosis,  2 males  and  2 females  of  cancer  and 
2 males  from  suicide  : 3 male  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one  year 
1 female  died  as  the  result  of  puerperal  pyrexia.

This  service  is  managed  by  a Committee  independent  of  any  local 
governing  bodies,  and  it  is  wholly  financed  by  voluntary  effort. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— There  is  no  nurse  available 
tor  this  type  of  case  even  if  required,  except  to  those  who  procure 
private  nurses. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  and  one  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
were  notified,  the  latter  case  died.

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LABORATORY  FACILITIES — None  in  your  area  ; the 
County  Council  will  deal  with  swabs,  sputum  and  similar  laboratory 
requirements  in  their  County  Laboratory  at  the  request  of  any 
medical  practitioner.  Examination  of  milk  and  foodstuffs  is 
managed  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Police. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES— 

(a)  Infectious  Cases.  Not  at  present  satisfactory  ; Skegness  U.D. 
have  arranged  to  take  any  infectious  diseases,  but  with  no  ambu- 
lance it  is  difficult  to  see  how  they  could  reach  there. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  Cases.  The  Red  Cross  provide  an  ambulance 
garaged  in  your  area,  which  can  be  used  on  application  : hand 
stretchers  are  kept  at  the  Police  Station  and  can  be  promptly 
procured.  This  is,  in  my  opinion,  sufficient  and  satisfactory. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES— None  in 
your  area  ; the  County  Council  have  them  scattered  in  the  County.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER. — 45  % of  houses  avail  themselves  of  the  public 
water  supply,  owned  by  your  Council.  I he  reservoir  has  been 
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closed  over  with  a concrete  roof,  which  is  a most  satisfactory  im- 
provement to  the  corrugated  roof  it  replaced.  There  is  now  no  risk 
of  contamination  through  a defective  roof. 

Analyses  of  the  water  are  now  carried  out  monthly.  I am 
glad  to  note  that  an  increasing  number  of  water  users  avail  them- 
selves of  the  Council’s  supply. 

SUPPLY  of  the  OTHER  HOUSES.— From  wells  and 
pumps.  This  is  not  wholly  satisfactory,  as  risk  of  pollution  is  liable 
to  occur  in  shallow  wells,  and  supervision  of  purity  of  several  small 
supplies  is  difficult  to  thoroughly  undertake. 

DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE. — New  sewerage  works 
were  put  in  hand  during  the  year  and  the  work  is  progressing  satis- 
factorily and  will  soon  replace  the  old  works.  This  is,  in  my 
opinion,  a most  desirable  improvement. 

WOLD  GRIFT  DRAIN. — When  any  source  of  pollution 
that  may  be  present  is  noted  and  checked  (as  I expect  to  be  done 
before  the  new  sewage  works  operate),  I should  strongly  urge  that 
the  drain  be  thoroughly  washed  out  and  cleaned  where  it  runs 
through  your  area.  If  this  is  done  I fail  to  see  where  any  offence 
from  this  can  possibly  occur  in  the  future.  I should  suggest  that  it 
be  definitely  found  out  who  can  clean  it  and  who  has  to  pay  for  the 
same.  Trouble  has  occurred  in  the  past,  as  the  Commissioners  of 
Sewers  are  in  charge  of  it,  and  it  has  not  been  at  all  easy  to  work, 
as  the  Public  Health  Department  can  blame  them  and  vice  versa. 
I only  want  it  cleaning  once  for  all  and  kept  clean. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Privy  vaults  are  reduced  in  the  year  from  97  to  88.  Pail 
closets  have  increased  from  350  to  371,  eight  of  which  are  con- 
verted privies. 

There  are  340  water  closets  compared  with  320  last  year,  the 
conversion  being  due  to  slum  clearance  pails  being  converted  to  w.c.’s 
in  council  houses.  The  tact  that  the  Council  own  the  waterworks 
and  the  fact  that  the  mains  keep  being  extended  should  encourage  a 
more  rapid  conversion  of  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system,  and 
if  possible  I should  like  to  see  the  progress  expedited.  A large 
proportion  of  your  area  is  now  furnished  with  other  sewerage  and 
water  mains.  New  houses  insist  on  this,  but  conversion  in  existing 
property  is  not  so  easy. 

Scavenging. — Ashes  removed  fortnightly,  and  occasion- 
ally weekly  when  necessary.  There  are  still  60  covered  ashpits,  35 
uncovered  ashpits,  and  4 bins  have  been  substituted  for  ashpits 
during  the  year.  I have  pointed  out  that  I should  like  to  see  ash- 
pits replaced  by  bins  more  expeditiously,  and  should  like  to  suggest 
a regular  weekly  removal  of  ashes.  I am  not  quite  clear  whether 
it  is  necessary  to  prove  that  a covered  or  uncovered  ashpit  is  a 
nuisance  and  injurious  to  health  before  statutory  powers  can  be 
taken  against  the  occupier  or  landlord. 
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I do  not  think  that  the  cover  provided  for  the  dust  cart  is 
effective  under  all  circumstances ; the  cart  (like  the  sewerage 
works)  is  possible  of  modernisation  by  replacement.  Houses  not 
provided  with  any  form  of  ashpit  accommodation  should  be  com- 
pelled (if  possible)  to  have  bins  provided. 

. There  are  589  houses  with  ashpit  accommodation  of  various 
kinds.  As  there  are  more  houses  in  the  area  than  this,  some  houses 
must  still  have  no  accommodation  for  ashes. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be 
Controlled  by  Bylaws  and  Regulations. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. — One  in  the  district 
apparently  satisfactorily  conducted. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS,  TENTS  and  VANS.— 
One  or  two  caravans  still  inhabit  this  area.  All  I wish  to  say  about 
this  is  that  it  is  somewhat  of  an  anomaly  to  condemn  dwellings  and 
allow  these  to  exist  as  permanent  dwelling  places. 

Schools.  Nothing  in  the  form  of  epidemic  diseases  to 
report  after  the  outbreaks  of  mumps  and  measles  in  1937. 

BAKEHOUSES  12  in  the  area,  kept  in  satisfactory  con- 
dition. No  underground  bakehouses. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. — 4,  generally  satisfactory. 

Food  Inspection. — 1866  animals  were  slaughtered 
during  the  year.  1 beast,  1 sheep  and  1 pig  were  surrendered 
during  the  year  , 1 heifer  was  surrendered  for  tuberculosis.  This 

gives  a tuberculosis  rate  cf  .373  % per  beast.  No  record  has  been 
made  (up  to  the  present)  of  the  sex  of  the  animals  slaughtered. 

As  animals  are  slaughtered  at  any  time,  and  in  various 
slaughterhouses  by  giving  notice  in  writing,  and  a meat  inspector 
has  other  duties  to  perform,  it  may  not  be  possible  for  inspection  to 
occur  as  frequently  and  thoroughly  as  may  be  desirable.  The  meat 
inspector’s  report  does  not  differentiate  in  slaughtering  between 
cattle  and  cows,  which  is  required,  but  differentiates  between  sheep 
and  lambs,  which  is  not  required.  If  in  future  the  form  could  be 
filled  up  in  the  requisite  manner,  and  the  number  of  inspected 
carcases  could  be  definitely  stated,  the  statistics  might  be  of  more 
value.  The  report  should  be  filled  in  as  requested  and  the  required 
statistics  stated  literally  and  without  revision. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES — 2 places  for  frying  fish.  1 
manure  works.  1 Fellmonger  and  Wool  Dealer. 

Some  attention  to  detail  has  to  be  paid,  especially  in  the 
warmer  months,  to  obviate  any  excess  of  nuisance,  and  even  working 
in  lime  does  not  invariably  keep  flies  away.  As  I have  said 
previously,  if  there  no  offence  in  an  offensive  trade  its  title  is  a 
misnomer. 
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Cowsheds. — 9 on  register.  18  inspections.  Dairies 
and  milkshops,  8 on  register.  16  inspections.  I said  last  year 
and  wish  to  repeat  that  inspections  every  six  months  are  far  from 
ample  and  I suggest  monthly  inspections  at  least,  and  oftener  if 
found  necessary.  The  Local  Authority  is  responsible  for  the  clean- 
liness of  the  animal  and  the  cowsheds  and  the  cleanliness  of  work- 
ing milkers.  As  milk  is  consumed  raw,  much  attention  to  detail  is 
necessary  and  once  every  six  months  is,  in  my  opinion,  very  far 
from  ample. 

Housing  Conditions. — 20  houses  have  been  built 
under  the  slum  clearance  scheme  and  2 by  private  enterprise.  I do 
not  consider  there  is  any  real  shortage  of  houses  in  this  area,  seeing 
that  the  population  is  stationary.  Whether  the  conditions  in  all 
cases  are  desirable  is  another  matter,  and  so  that  all  should  be 
treated  alike  (and  in  fairness  to  the  owners  of  slum  clearance 
houses)  I should  suggest  that  a comprehensive  survey  of  all  the 
houses  in  the  area  be  made  and  tabulated.  All  defects  in  structure 
and  sanitary  arrangements  should  be  noted.  These  could  be  recti- 
fied either  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  the  Housing  Acts.  If 
this  cannot  be  done  without  the  appointment  of  a temporary  officer 
I should  suggest  one  be  appointed  for  this  purpose.  By  this  method 
the  matter  would  be  cleared  up  (anyway  during  our  lifetime). 

Overcrowding.— Two  cases,  one  of  which  has  been 
relieved.  1 his  is  not  at  all  prevalent  in  the  area  and  the  few  cases 

taut  may  occur  soon  correct  themselves  when  the  members  of  the 
family  leave  home. 


I NHEAL1  H\  AREAS. — None  to  my  knowledge.

A joint  board  manages  a hospital 
ready  to  accept  any  cases. 

SMALLPOX  REGL  LA  1 IONS  1917 — No  primary  or  re- 
vaccinations  have  been  performed  under  these. 

SMALL  POX  and  VACCINATION — I still  believe  that 
more  children  would  be  vaccinated  if  parents  had  “free  choice  of 
doctor.  W hy  this  cannot  be,  seeing  that  insured  persons  and  in  some 
cases  the  sick  poor,  have  this  choice  I cannot  see  : I have  brought 
t is  up  before  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council 
(of  which  I am  at  present  a member)  and  as  no  notice  is  taken  of  it 
as  my  betters”  will  not  try  and  make  a move,  anything  I may  say 
seems  quite  hopeless.  Anyway,  vaccination  is  much  cheaper’than 
uild mg  and  equipping  small  pox  hospitals,  and  the  latter  may  treat 
the  disease  and  do  not  prevent  it  as  many  regard  vaccination  does. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION — Nothing 
lurther  re  the  above  has  transpired  since  my  last  report  : if  nothing 
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cannot  be  promptly  done  ; can  the  Ministry  of  Health  allow  a small  authority 
such  as  this  to  make  arrangements  with  a larger  neighbouring  authority  ? We 
are  relatively  free  from  infectious  disease  but  no  one  knows  what  the  future 
may  bring.  This  would  be  the  cheapest  way  for  this  authority  and  would  be 
sufficient  for  our  needs.  If  this  is  absolutely  forbidden  I am  most  strongly  of 
the  opinion  that  a local  constituted  body  would  (if  they  would  try  and  agree) 
provide  accommodation  much  more  cheaply  and  just  as  efficiently  as  the  County 
Council  : it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  County  Council  do  as  they  like 
whithout  consulting  any  local  bodies. 

Disi nf ect ion  Rooms  and  Clothing  are  disinfected  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  illness  in  Infectious  Diseases  and  Tuberculosis.  Also  in  other 
cases  when  requested  by  the  medical  practitioner  in  attendance.  There  is  no 
disinfector  using  superheated  steam,  e.g.  a Washington-Lyons. 

General  Remarks  During  the  year  the  area  has  been  in  a 
healthy  state  and  generally  free  from  disease  : special  arrangements  made  for 
billetting  evacuees  has,  and  will,  cause  extra  work  for  all  authorities  receiving 
them  , the  chief  factors  being,  extra  supervision  of  sanitation,  water  supplies 
and  infectious  diseases.  If  the  accommodation  is  deemed  to  be  suitable  in 
health,  some  difficulties  must  arise  in  case  of  illness  and  if  the  evacuees  intro- 
duced an  infectious  disease  in  an  area  such  as  this,  with  no  isolation  accommo- 
dation many  difficulties  would  arise  : these  matters  want  noting  before  they 
occur  and  not  leaving  till  they  do.  There  are  houses  in  areas  such  as  this 
with  no  bathrooms,  washing  is  boiled  in  a bucket  over  the  fire,  instead  of  a 
copper,  cooking  arrangements  suitable  for  the  inhabitants  only  and  in  these 
instances  inconvenience  could  be  caused  owing  to  ' lodgers,’’  country  houses 
not  having  all  the  amenities  town  houses  are  supposed  to  provide.  I have  seen 
it  stated  that  some  authorities  think  that  “contacts”  can  be  evacuated  in  the 
normal  way  ; this  veiw  I definately  disagree  with  and  if  generally  acted  upon 
would  increase  the  difficulties  of  local  Sanitary  Authorities.

In  conclusion,  I respectfully  beg  leave  to  thank  the  Council  for 
the  support  they  have,  and  invariably  always  have,  extended  to  me  in 
endeavouring  to  further  the  Public  Health  Conditions  of  the  district.

HOUSING— A further  20  houses  have  been  erected  and  comple- 
ted to  take  the  place  of  those  removed  by  the  Clearance  Area  programme 
making  44  houses  in  all. 

WATER  MAINS— To  ensure  a good  supply  it  has  been  deemed 
essential  to  put  a concrete  roof  on  the  reservoir.  Water  mains  have 
been  extended  and  several  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  public 

supply.  This  also  means  an  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  using 
W.c.’s.  * 


SEWAGE  SCHEME— The  amount  of  W.c.’s  now  in  use  in 
houses,  schools,  offices  and  public  buildings  as  well  as  the  sewage  from 
the  two  Industries  in  the  Town,  is  one  reason  for  the  alteration  and 

extension  to  our  Sewage  Scheme,  which  we  expect  to  be  completed  about 
J une  this  year.
